RUDIMENTS. 



IHERE are six notes generally used in Vocal Music, which by their different forms, desi^ate the 
proportion of time in the performance of each of thera — these have their corresponding marks of 
silence, called reuts, which are as follows :

The Rests denote a silence equal to the length of the note they reprepfMit, and are called by the 
samet name. N. B. The Semibreve rest is used to fill a bar in all tho different kinds of time.

EXPLANATIONS. 

1. A Brace shows how many parts are to be sung together. 

2. A Dot or Point at the right of a note or rest adds one half to its length. 

3. Marks of Distinction direct that the notes thus marked, should be sung in a very distinct 
manner. 

4. A Slur shows what notes are sung to one syllable, but when the notes are tieo at the bottom 
the slur is unnecessary. 

5. A HoLu shows that the note over or under which it is placed, is sounded longer than its usual 
time. 

6. Tbe Figure 3 over or under any three notes, directs tiiat they be performed in the time of two 
of the same kind, 

7. Choosing Notes are placed in a direct line, one above the other, either of which, or both, may 
be sung. 

8. A Repeat is placed at the beginning and end of a strain or passage which is to be sung twice. 

9. A Trill directs that the note under It should be shaken. 

10. Grace'Notes are added to guide the "Voice more easily and gracefully into the sound of the 
succeeding notes. 

11. A Repeat of Words, shows that the last words sung are Jo be repeated. 

12. FiouRKs 1 and 2 show that the note under 1 is to be sung the first time, and that under 2 
tlie SEcoNO ; but if slurred together, both are sung after the repeat. 

13. Bars — 1st, Single Bar, divides the time according to tlie measure note. 2d, A BROAn Bar, 
shows the end of a strain or line of poetry. 3d, The Double Bar, is generally used in the middle 
of a tune, and frequently at the commencement of a repeat 4th, A Close, shows the end of a tune 
or a piece of music. 

It is of great importance that the learner be taught to ascend and descend the eight notes ; first 
taking the Major Key, thus —

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And after sounding Ihem a few times, then by taking the Minor Key, and performing it in like 
manner, it will ^ive the scholar an idea of the great difference between tbe Major and Minor Key. 

MINOR KEY. 
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I shall proceed to explain the principal cause of that difference. Firsts An Octave is composed of 

twelve semiiones, or five whole tones, and two semitones ; and those two semitones are always to be 

found between law and /aw, and me and /azo, except wJien changed by a sharp nr flat placed before 

the note. A sharp will place the semitone between Jaw and sol, and a flat between law and sol^ or 

■ me and law, and after that note, or the name kind in that bar, it resumes its former place. 

Second, When ascending an Octave, from mc, the notes are always repested, as you see placed in 
the sbove Octave called Major Key — thus, faw, sol, law, faw, sol, law, then comes me, which includes 
the seven letters by which the lines and spaces are named; by sounding faw above me, completes 
the Octave, as that is C, and it commenced on C; and that is also the commencement of a second 
Octave, and descending from me, the notea are repeated, thus, law, sol, faw, law, sol, faw, lake the 
Minor Octave for example. 

The learner will observe, that every third, sixth and seventh, is a semitone higher in a Major 
Key, than in a Minor. 

In tbe lAlajor Key you will find that from faw, (the Key note) to law, is a third, snd contains four 
.semitones; and in the Minor Key, from law, (the Key note,) to faw, is also a third, though it con- 
tains but three semitones; the fourth and fifth tones become the same ; that is, have an equal num- 
ber of semitones — tbe sixth tone has nine — and the seventh, eleven, in the Major Key; and the 
si.xth tone has eight, and the seventh, ten, in the Minor Key — so that the sixth and seventh in the 
former Key, are a semitone higher than those of the latter. THe sounds of the eighth note are 
equal, each containing twelve semitones as the following tables will exhibit

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It is plainly to be aeen by comparing the twelve Bcmitones nt' each table that every 3d, 6th, and 
7th, is a semitone higher, as before-mentioned. 

As the ME appears but once in an octave, it is considered the leading note, and wherever it stands 
you will find the last note in Bass, (which is the Key note,) to he either the first note above me, or 
the next below it ; if above, it is faw and a Major Key, for this reason, from faw to law is a sharp 
or Major third, which contains four semitones ; and if below, it is law, and a Minor Key, thus, from 
Law to faw is a flat or Minor third, which contains but three semitones, as may be seen in the 
above tables. 



THE EFFECT OF SHARPS AND FLATS. 

The natural place for hf. is on B, consequently the Key note must be either C or A. C is cheer 
ful, and is called the natural Major Key. A is pensive, and is called the natural Minor Key.* Mf., 
the centre and leading note, together with all the rest in their order, maybe led by sharps, or driven 
by flats, from one line or apace to another, through the whole stave, by placing them at the begin- 
ning of the stave, and the Key note always follows, as may be seen in the Scale of Sharps and Flats. 
Remember F is the first sharp, and every succeeding one is a fifth higher — Also, that B is tlie first 
flat, and every succeeding one is a fourth higher, counting by the letters B,C, D, &.c.

A shsrp set before a note, raises it half a tone higher than its nstural sound. A flat set before a 
note lowers it half a tone. And a natural restores the note made sharp or fiat to its original sound. 



I Flat I Natural. | 2d Faw, and 2d Sol have one sound. 
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Sharps, FIsta and Naturals, are termed accidental when occasionally introduced in a piece of 
Music, because they affect the sound of the notes before which they are set no further than the bar 
in which they are placed. If there be occasion for them in a succeeding bar, they must be renevped. 

* Tn music there are but two narural or primitive Keys, all others are called artificial Keys; and the only cause 
of the Major being cheerful, and the Minor pensive, is that the third, sixth, and seventh, iu the former are grester 
than in the latter. 
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MOODS OF TIME EXPLAINED. 



There are three sorts of time commonly used in Vocal Music — Common, Triple, and Compound ; 
common has four diiTerent moods, triple has three, and compound two. 



OOIKDVEON TlntE. 
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'. First mood, contains a Semibreve in a bar, or other notes or rests equivalent to it, has 
- four beats in a bar, two down and two up, and is performed in the time of four seconds. 

Second mood also contains a Semibreve in a bar, or other notes or rests equivalent to it, 
has four beats in a bar, two down and two up, and is performed in the time of three 
seconds. When a piece of Music in this mood consists principally of Semibreves and 
Minims, it is generally performed with two beats, which would be the same time as the 
third mood. 

Third mood, likewise contains a Semibreve for its measure note, or other notes or rests 
equivalent to it — has two beats in a bar, one down and one up, which are performed in 
the time of two seconds. 

Fourth mood, contains one Minim for its measure note, or other notes or rests equiva- 
lent to it, has also two beats, one down and one up, and is performed in one and a half 
second. 

TRIPLE TIftlE. 

First mood contains three Minims in a bar, or other notes or rests equivalent to it — has 
r three beats in a bar, two down and one up, and is performed in the time of three seconds. 

Sscond mood contains three Crotchets in a bar, has three beats, two down and one up, 
■ — — ■ and is performed in the time of one and a half second. 




5E Third mood, contains three Quavers in a bar, has three beats, two down and one up, and 

'tZIZ *^ performed in one half'the time of the last mentioned mood.

" First mood, contains six Crotchets in a bar, has two beats, one down and one up, and is 
performed in the time of two seconds. 
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Second mood, contains six Quavers in a bar, has two beats, one down and one up, and 

is performed in tbe time of one and a half second. 



N. B. When figures are used to mark the time, the upper figure shows the quantity of notes 
lliat fill a bar ; and the lower shows how many of those notes are equal to a semibreve. 



OF BEATING TIME. 

First. Of Beatino Time. — In order to give the notes and rests tlieir proper lime, a motion with 
the hand is necessary, which ought to be practised by every one who wishes to become a singer. 
When four beats are given to a bar, the performer should first let the ends of his fingers fall per- 
pendicularly upon the book, or that which may be most convenient. Second Beat. — Lower the 
wrist, which will bring the hand partly level. Third Beat. — Raise the wrist, inclining the back 
of the hand from the body, which will distinguish this beat from the first. The Fourth Beat. — 
raise the fing-ers to an angle of forty or fifty degrees. Triple time has three beats in a bar, two 
down and one up ; they are performed the same as the Ist, '2d, and 4th beats, omitting the 3d ; and 
when two beats are given to a bar, they should be the same as the 2d and 4th. It is to be observed 
that the hand falls at the right of a bar in all moods of time. 



OF PRONOUNCING AN ACCENT. 

Good pronunciation is one of the first principal beauties of singing. Every word should be sung 
distinctly and gracefully, every way conformable to the best rules of speaking. Accent is another 
very important part in music, which is inseparably connected with good pronunciation.
